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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group 1 , claim(s) 1-3 and 24-32, drawn to a method for producing a single microlens or 
an array of microlenses. 

Group 2, claim(s) 4-23, drawn to a method for producing a single microlens or an array 
of microlenses. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups 1 and 2 do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: There is a 
lack of unity between Groups 1 , and 2 due to the absence of a special technical feature. 
Groups 1 , and 2 lack unity because the technical features unifying the Groups are 
taught by prior art, and are not considered to be novel. A mechanically formed quartz 
article for use in the manufacture of an optical fiber does not provide any contribution 
over prior art, as evidenced by Quenzer et al. (PCT Application WO 01/38240 A1 , of 
which U.S. Patent 6,951,119 is being used as an English translation), which discloses a 
method of forming microlenses using multiple substrates, creating impressions, and 
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tempering the substrate composites. Quenzer et al. further teaches the pressure 
conditions under which the lenses are formed, as well as a relationship between the 
structure widths and the use of a metal layer. As such, there is a lack of novelty in the 
unifying technical feature, such that the technical feature makes no contribution over the 
prior art, and therefore there is a lack of unity. 

3. A telephone call was made to Patrick Keane on 2/26/2009 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
